J ohn Hammlll, whose leader* 
ship of the farmer’s cause was chal­ 
lenged by George N. Peek of the 
farm committee of 22 in view of 
his endorsement of the presidential 
candidacy of Herbert Hoover, today 
replied with a challenger of Mr. 
Peek’s authority to speak for the T 
committee of which he is chairman. 
The Iowa governor, who two years 
ago called together the governors 
of 11 northwest states for a con­ 
ference that led to the formation of 
the committee of 22, was asked by 
Mr. 
Peek in a recent letter to 
summon a new conference to rede­ 
fine the governor’s position with re­ 
gard to leadership. 
In his reply 
Gov. Hammill found no fault with 
the 
committee 
chairman 
for 
his 
espousal, as an individual of the • 
cause of Gov. Alfred E. Smith. 
“ But w’hen you assume to act 
for the committee on your own mot­ 
ion you are violating the trust they 
reposed in you as chairman,” he 
wrote. 
“ You suggest that I now call an­ 
other conference of governors to 
redefine their position, particularly"' 
on the question of right of leader­ 
ship. I assume that you desire such 
another conference to decide wether 
the committee w’ill go into politics 
as you have clearely done by your 
recent actions. 
“ The functions of the committee 
of 22, is not to conduct political 
campaigns, or even enter into them. 
The committee of 22 was formed 
to further the legislative function 
of farm relief. 
The policy of the 
committee has never been changed. 
“ If you as chairman of the com­ 
mittee desire to take the committed 
into politics along with yourself, 
it is within your authority to call it ' 
together and submit the question 
to them for such action as in their 
judgment the facts warrant;

Anumber of men in the south end 
uf the county ha\ e been watching 
the field of Mr. .1. .J. English’s 
sowed to wheat 
inthe fall of lf» 27, 
that had previously be*n in aweet 
clover. Mr, English recently furnish­ 
ed us w’ith all the figures on this 
plot of ground and we can summer- 
ize as follow.« ;: Since the fall of 1925, 
when the ground was plowed and 
prepared for wheat hut was not put 
in because of the weather conditions, 
Mr. English hag applied 2 tons of 
limestone par acre, sowed sw'eet 
clover with phosphate fertilizer in 
the spring of 1926. seeded wdieat 
with fertilizer in 1927 and his total 
charges on this were 13.55 pet* acre. 
In addition to the seed and fertilzer, 
Mr. English has hired all the labor 
put on this field which included 
plowing and preparing the seed bed 
in 1925. diskinu. harrowing drilling 
svveei clovfr in 
1 92 5, and plowing 
and preparing 
fo r wheat in 1927, 
and in 192% cun ing ilireshing, and 
delivering 
wh * a? 
to market. These 
total 
l a b o r charges were It.7.5 an 
acre, making a 
to t al expense on 
this field sine** 
1 92 5. $2 S, 3 0 per acre. 
The field yeilded l-oii bushelg of 
wheat on (11 acres for a toial return 
o£ $ 2.0n per acre. Mr. lOnglish .say.s 
lie considers the land wurih ? 1 5.nn 
per acre more than his purchase 
price and plans to .sow’ wheat with 
clover Thig next year. We do not 
generally reccommend that tlie land 
be given ovm* to swe* t clover for 
2 year.g but the (onditions made it

j Terracing Demonstration Successful 
j 
About thirty men visited Mr. Wil- 
j bur Eicholz s farm on Aogust '’nd 
where Mr. McAdams from the A^ri- 
I culture Engineering Department of 
I the University was terracing a field 
I of 25 acres that had 
been 
badiv 
; 
washed. Mr. McAdams explained 
that terracing is not a miracle by 
which all soil washing will be stop­ 
ped but is a very big help providing 
the land is properly cropped and 
handled. This particular field took 
4 terraces, that were built 80 or 90 
feet apart on the hillside with 5 feet 
of vertical fall between them. The 
terraces carried a 
gradual 
slope 
around the hillside with 4 inches fall 
in a 100 feet. This w’ill allow the 
water to flow off gradually and in 
a wide terrace that will be thrown 
up about 18 feet across and a debth 
og about 14 inches. It does not take 
an experienced engineer to do this 
work as a terracing frame can be 
built by any farmer which will en­ 
able him to do it easily. Mr Eichholz 
will put this field in wheat this fall, 
lime the ground and seed to sweet 
clover next spring after which he 
will use it as a pasture for si» veral 
years.

terms imposed upon them following their 
convictions in the federal courts, treating 
them as his guests rather than prisoners. 
These prisoners were, in a number of in­ 
stances, given the freedom of Sedalia's 
streets, and it is said, were permitted to 
stop at Sedaiia hotels instead of being in 
jail where 
they 
were 
supposed to be. 
When these reports were directed to the 
atention of J udg e Va n Va lkenburg of the 
federal court, Kansas City, who ordered 
the prisoners 
committed 
to 
the Pettis 
county jail, he reprimanded Sheriff Few’- 
ell and refused to send any more prison­ 
ers to Sedaiia. 
In J anuary, 19 26, Fewell wa s arrested 
and cha rg ed with receiving a stolen auto­ 
mobile with knowledg e that the car was 
stolen. 
He filed an affidavit for continu- 
Bnce at the J une term and wa s granted a 
continuance over the protest of the state. 
The files in the case show that the man 
Boyd from 
whom 
Fewell 
claimed he 
boug ht the car wa s living in Tex a s at the 
time of the a lleg ed sale. 
When Fewell 
wa s 
finally 
treid 
the 
jury 
returned 
a verdict of not guilty. 
Fewell admitted 
tha t shortly after he obtained the car he 
suspected it wa s a stolen machine yet he 
drove it using a license pla te issued for 
a nother car. 
When the officers of this 
county located the car in Few ell’s posses­ 
sion they 
immediately 
discovered the 
owner through the records in J efferson 
City and Fewell voluntarily g a ve the car 


l i p and yet he claimed he could not find 
out to whom the car belonged, though he 
ba d been using the car three months. His 
former deputy, Warren Stephens, 
who 
M as cha rg ed with the theft of automobile 
p-arts is now serving a term in the peni­ 
tentiary. 
With all the candidates for the office 
of sheriff on the republican ticket who 
have records free from any taint or sus­ 
picion we sug g est that the voters ought 
to select some one whose integrity has 
never been questioned. 
At the time that Fewell went out of of­ 
fice it wa s rumored that he had maile 
ra'ouiid 50 thousand dollars while serving 
as sheriff.

Nobile and his party are unfairly criticiz­ 
ed, the wmrld will be informed; on the 
ether hand, if the attacks have been well 
grounded, the world will know. Wha t­ 
ever really ha ppened in the frozen north 
will come to light. 
It may be tha t Nobile 
has been grievously wrong ed; if so, wha t­ 
ever can be done to atone should be un­ 
dertaken. 
But Italy believes in the Italia party. 
3Iussolini’s magic w^and is not enough to 
create the showers of flow^ers and wines 
end the roaring demonstrations at sta­ 
tions.

sure that you and Aunt Polly will 
be interesteii in what my mistress 
told the children about the fig and 
the fig wasp. 
My mistress said that the fig 
was a fruit that was eaten by hun­ 
dreds of people who had no idea of 
its Interesting history. 
That the 
word fig came from ficus and that 
from the Hebrew “feg.” 
The fig is a nativ e of Asia Minor 
and was later grown in other trop­ 
ical countries. 
It was brought to 
the southern part of California 
w’here the experiment of producing 
it commercially were not a success 
at first. Altho the trees thriv ed in 
the climate and ev ery condition of 
the soil seemed to be what the fig 
required, but the fruit would not 
mature. 
Growers laughed at what they 
called the superstition of the na­ 
tiv es in Asia who claimed that the 
fruit was due to an insect and if 
this insect were not present they 
could not expect to hav e any fruit.

cured 
before 
being packed 
and 
shipped. 
The fig remains on the tree until 
thoroly ripe, when it shrivels up 
and drops off. It is then dipp^ In 
a strong brine solution and laid on 
trays. 
These trays are placed in 
the sun where the fig Is cured, be­ 
ing turned once. The figs are then 
placed in sweat box es to equalize 
the moi.sture, dipped again in a 
weak brine solution and then placed 
in box es for shipment. 
The fig is one of the main foods 
of the Greeks of Asia Minor and 
other tropical countries where it 
grows. 
The people of the world are be­ 
ginning to realize that Old Dame 
Nature does not create anything 
that does not need the help of the 
insects to carry on the great work 
of production 
in the plant world. 
Man can do many things by cross 
pollination with a brush but nature 
in her many ways can carry on her 
work in her own way and give to 
the world a variety of fiowers and 
fruit w'ithout man’s interference.
